TO   EXEMPT    FIREMEN    FROM    MILITIA   SERVICE 
AND   JURY   DUTY. 

[Approved,  March  25th,  1853. J 

The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as 
follows  : 

Section  6.  Any  member  who  shall  have 
served  as  an  active  fireman  for  the  period  of 
five  years,  and  shall  produce  a  certificate  of  the 
same,  signed  by  the  Chief  Engineer,  Secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Delegates  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
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merit,  or  other  officer,  to  whom  such  duty  may- 
be assigned,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  cer- 
tificate as  an  exempt  fireman,  which  shall  for- 
ever release  him  in  this  State  from  jury  duty 
or  militia  service. 


AN    ACT 


TO    REGULATE   THE   FIRE  DEPARTMENT   OF  THE 
CITY    AND    COUNTY    OF    SAN    FRANCISCO. 

[As  amended  May  14, 1862.) 
Section  14.  Any  member  of  any  Fire  Com- 
pany belonging  to  said  Department,  who  shall 
have  served  as  an  active  fireman  for  the  period 
of  five  years,  and  shall  produce  a  certificate  of 
the  same,  signed  by  the  Chief  Engineer,  Presi- 
dent and  Secretary  of  the  Fire  Department, 
and  sealed  with  the  seal  of  said  Department, 
which  seal  is  hereby  made  evidence  in  any 
Court  of  Justice  within  this  State,  shall  be  for- 
ever released,  after  the  date  thereof,  from  jury 
duty  or  militia  service  within  this  State  ;  pro- 
videdr  that  the  service  which  shall  entitle  such 
person  to  the  exemption  herein  provided,  shall 
not  date  prior  to  the  date  of  the  original  certifi- 
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cate  of  membership  of  such  person  of  the  Fire 
Company  or  Companies  belonging  to  the  said 
Department,  in  which  such  service  shall  have 
heretofore,  or  may  hereafter  be,  rendered  ;  and 
further,  that  the  date  from  which  said  period 
of  five  years  shall  begin,  shall  be  the  time 
when  such  person  became  a  member  of  said 
Department,  and  shall  be  proven  by  the  pro- 
duction by  such  person,  of  a  properly  authen- 
ticated certificate  of  his  membership  of  some 
Fire  Company  or  Companies  belonging  to  said 
Department. 

Sec.  15.  Bxempt  members  of  the  Depart- 
ment may  organize  themselves,  to  be  known 
and  designated  as  the  "Exempt  Fire  Com- 
pany;" ihey  shall  be  provided  by  the  City  < 
and  County  with  a  house  and  fire  apparatus,  and 
shall  be  subject  to  the  laws  of  the  Department 
and  the  directions  of  its  officers  ;  they  shall  be 
entitled  to  equal  relief  from  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment Charitable  Fund  ;  but  they  shall  have  no 
vote  or  other  representation,  in  the  Depart- 
ment. 

Sec.  16.  All  laws  or  parts  of  laws  in  any 
way  conflicting  with  this  Act  are  hereby  re- 
pealed. 
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AN    ACT 

TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  EXEMPTION  OF  THE  MEM- 
BERS OF  THE  SAN  FRANCISCO  FIRE  DEPART- 
MENT FROM    MILITARY  AND   JURY  DUTY. 

[Statutes  of  dal.,  1835-6,  p.  852.] 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Califoania  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  fol- 
lows : 

Section  1.  All  persons  who,  on  the  first 
day  of  December,  A.  D.,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixty-five,  were  active  certificate 
members  of  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department 
shall  be  exempted  from  military  and  jury 
duty  ;  provided,  that  no  such  person  shall  re- 
ceive the  benefits  of  exemption  under  this  Act, 
unless  he  shall  continue  to  serve  faithfully  as 
an  active  member  of  said  Fire  Department, 
until  the  paid  Fire  Department  shall  be  organ- 
ized and  in  operation,  or  until  he  shall  have 
served  five  years  as  an  active  certificate  mem- 
ber of  said  Fire  Department  as  now  provided 
by  law. 

Section  2.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  im- 
mediately.

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AN     ACT 

TO  AUTHORIZE  THE  EXEMPT  FIRE  COMPANY  OF 
SAN  FRANCISCO  TO  RECEIVE  AND  MANAGE 
THE  SAN  FRANCISCO  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 
CHARITABLE  FUND,  AND  RECEIVE  FROM 
THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO  A 
HOUSE  AND  LOT  FOR  ITS  USE. 

[Statutes  of  Cal.,  1865-6,  p.  851.] 

The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as 
folloics: 

Section  1.  The  Directors  of  the  Exempt 
Fire  Company  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  shall  succeed  and  be  entitled  to  the 
Fund  of  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department 
Charitable  Fund,  and  said  Fund  is  hereby 
transferred  and  vested  in  said  Directors  of  the 
Exempt  Fire  Company  aforesaid,  and  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department 
Charitable  Fund  are  empowered  and  directed 
to  make,  execute  and  deliver  all  transfers  and 
assignments  necessary  to  completely  and  fully 
vest  said  Fund  in  the  Directors  of  the  Exempt 
Fire  Company,  who  are  authorized  to  loan  the 
same,  only  on  real  estate  security,  situate  in 
the  said  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and 
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they  are  directed  and  required  to  manage  and 
employ  said  Fund  for  the  charitable  uses  and 
objects  for  which  said  Fund  was  created,  and 
none  other. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the 
TMty  and  County  of  San  Francisco  are  author- 
ized to  allow  said  Exempt  Fire  Company  to 
occupy  and  use,  rent  free,  any  suitable  build- 
ing belonging  to  said  City  and  County,  for  such 
time  and  upon  such  lease  or  agreements  as  said 
Board  may  direct. 

Section  3.  All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  in  con- 
flict with  the  provisions  of  this  Act  are  hereby 
repealed. 

Section  4.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  im- 
mediately.

TO  AMEND  AN  ACT,  ENTITLED  AN  ACT  TO  AUTHOR- 
IZE THE  EXEMPT  FIRE  COMPANY  OF  SAN

SAN  FRANCISCO  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  CHAR- 
ITABLE FUND,  AND  RECEIVE  FROM  THE  CITY 
AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO  A  HOUSE 
AND  LOT  FOR  ITS  USE,  APPROVED  APRIL 
SECOND,  EIGHTEEN  HUNDRED  AND  SIXTY- 
SIX. 
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The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as 
follows  : 

Section  1.  Section  1  of  said  Act  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  Section  1. 
The  Directors  of  the  Exempt  Fire  Company  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  shall 
succeed  and  be  entitled  to  the  Fund  of  the  San 
Francisco  Fire  Department  Charitable  Fund, 
and  said  Fund  is  hereby  transferred  and  vested 
in  said  Directors  of  the  Exempt  Fire  Company 
aforesaid,  and  the  Trustees  of  the  "  San  Fran- 
cisco Fire  Department  Charitable  Fund  "  are 
empowered  and  directed  to  make,  execute  and 
deliver  all  transfers  and  assignments  necessary 
to  completely  and  fully  vest  said  "  Fund  "  in 
the  Directors  of  the  "Exempt  Fire  Company," 
who  are  authorized  to  loan  the  same  only  on 
real  estate  security,  situate  in  the  said  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  and  the  said  Com- 
pany is  authorized  and  empowered  to  make 
from  time  to  time  such  By-Laws,  Rules  and 
Regulations  as  may  be  necessary  to  preserve 
and  sustain  said  Fund  and  govern  the  applica- 
tion thereof. 

Section  2.  Any  Exempt  Fireman  of  the 
San  Francisco  Fire  Department  failing  to  make 
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application  for  membership  of  the  Exempt  Fire 
Company  within  one  year  from  the  passage  of 
this  Act,  shall  be  debarred  from  any  benefit  in 
the  Fund  aforesaid ;  provided  the  Secretary  of 
the  Exempt  Fire  Company  shall  first  give 
wtitten  notice  of  the  provisions  of  this  Section 
to  all  persons  entitled  to  membership,  and  that 
a  copy  of  the  Section  be  published  for  ninety 
days  in  one  daily  newspaper  published  in  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Section  3.  All  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  in 
conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Section  4.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  im- 
mediately.

Be  it  known  to  all  whom  it  may  concern, 
that  on  the  sixth  clay  of  March,  in  the  year 
Anno  Domini,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-six, 
at  an  adjourned  special  meeting  of  the  Exempt 
Fire  Company  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco, 
duly  organized  in  accordance  with  law,  on  the 
8th  day  of  December,  A.  D.,  1862,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  securing  to  themselves  the  benefits 
arising  from  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the 
State  of  California,  entitled  "An  Act  to  regu- 
late the  Fire  Department  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco,  approved  March  2(3,  1857," 
and  especially  of  Section  15  thereof,  which  pro- 
vides that  Exempt  members  of  the  Department 
may   organize   themselves,  to   be   known   and 
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designated  as  the  "  Exempt  Fire  Company," 
and  for  the  purpose  of  associating  themselves 
together  for  mutual  benefit  and  assistance,  and 
for  the  more  especial  object  of  receiving  and 
administering  the  "  Fire  Department  Charit- 
able Fund,"  from  which  they  are  entitled  by 
law  to  relief. 

The  following  named  persons  were  in  due 
form,  and  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  said 
Exempt  Fire  Company,  duly  elected  and  chosen 
Directors  of  said  Exempt  Fire  Company,  to 
wit:  James  H.  Cutter,  William  McKibben,  E. 
S.  Spear,  M.  G.  Searing  and  Louis  Conn;  all  of 
whom  are  citizens  of  the  State  of  California, 
for  the  purpose  of  incorporating  themselves, 
to  be  known  and  designated  as  Directors  of  the 
Exempt  Fire  Company  of  the  City  of  San 
FranGisco,  and  by  that  name  to  have  perpetual 
succession,  and  who  shall  have  charge  and  take 
control  of  all  the  estate  and  property  of  said 
Exempt  Fire  Company,  and  for  it  transact  all 
affairs  relative  to  the  temporalities  thereof. 

It  is  hereby  further  certified  that  the  under- 
signed, William  McKibben,  President  of  said 
"  Exempt  Fire  Company,"  and  the  under- 
signed, William  Martin,  Secretary  of  said  "Ex- 
empt Fire  Company,"  were  personally  present 
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at  said  meeting,  and  in  presence  of  a  quorum 
of  the  members  of  said  Company,  duly  con- 
ducted the  election  at  which  said  Directors 
were  chosen  by  ballot,  Charles  D.  Carter  and 
Jeremiah  Whalen  acting  as  Tellers  at  said  elec- 
tion. And  that  the  above-named  persons  were 
each  and  all  of  them  duly  and  properly  elected 
as  said  Directors,  for  the  purpose  of  incorpor- 
ating said  Company  according  to  law,  this  cer- 
tificate being  made  and  declared  for  the  pur- 
pose, and  with  the  intention  to  constitute  the 
said  "Exempt  Fire  Company,"  a  body  cor- 
porate and  politic,  by  the  name  aforesaid,  and 
for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  in  pursuance  of  the 
provisions  of  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the 
State  of  California,  entitled  "  An  Act  concern- 
ing Corporations,  passed  April  22, 1850,  and  the 
several  Acts  amendatory  thereof."  That  this 
Corporation  shall  endure  for  the  term  of  fifty 
years;  all  property  shall  be  owned  and  held 
by  the  Incorporation,  as  the  property  and  for 
the  benefit  of  all  the  members  thereof  in  com- 
mon. 

To  all  of  which  we  certify,  in  order  that  the 
organization  now  known  as  the  "  Exempt  Eire 
Company  "  may  be  incorporated  according  to 
law,  to  have  and  enjoy  all^the  powers,  rights, 
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immunities  and  privileges  of  a  corporate  body, 
under  the  name,  style  and  designation  of  "The 
Exempt  Fire  Company  of  the  City  of  San 
Francisco."

BY-LAWS 

OF  THE 

EXEMPT  FIRE  COMPANY 

OF  THE 
City  and  County  of  Snn  Franciaco. 


LAW    I. 


This  Company  shall  be  called  and  known 
as  the  "  Exempt  Fire  Company  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco."  It  is  de- 
signed to  be,  and  is,  a  moral  and  benevolent 
association,  and  its  objects  are,  to  cultivate 
social  intercourse,  form  a  more  perfect  union 
among  its  members,  and  create  and  maintain 
a  fund  for  benevolent  purposes  in  their  behalf. 

LAW    II. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

The  Company  shall  be  composed  of  Volun- 
teer Firemen  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  exempt  by  an  Act  of  the  Legislature 


of  the  State  of  California,  entitled,  an  Act 
to  amend  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  reg- 
ulate the  Fire  Department  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,"  approved  March  25. 
1857,  and  also  under  the  provisions  of  an  Act 
entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the  exemption 
of  the  members  of  the  San  Francisco  Fire  De- 
partment from  Military  and  jury  duty,"  jap- 
proved  April  2d,  1866,  and  als©  an  Act  entitled 
"  An  Act  to  amend  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  to 
authorize  the  Exempt  Fire  Company  of  San 
Francisco  to  receive  and  manage  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Fire  Department  Charitable  Fund  and  re- 
ceive from  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, a  house  and  lot  for  its  use,"  approved 
April  2d,  1866,  and  none  other. 

Any  person  duly  qualified  and  desiring  to 
become  a  member  of  this  Company,  must  pre- 
sent an  application  in  writing,  at  a  stated  meet- 
ing, accompanied  by  an  initiation  fee  of  five 
dollars,  which  application  shall  be  referred  to 
the  Executive  Committee,  and,  if  upon  their 
report  not  more  than  one-third  of  the  votes  pre- 
sent be  against  said  applicant,  he  shall  be  de- 
clared elected  and  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  membership. 
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LAW  III 

FINANCES . 

All  funds  arising  from  initiations  or  from 
monthly  dues,  fines,  or  from  donations,  (unless 
said  donations  are  given  for  some  other  specific 
purpose)  shall,  after  the  current  expenses  of  the 
Company  have  been  paid,  and  the  Treasurer 
has  retained  in  his  hands  the  sum  of  two  hun- 
dred dollars,  be  'paid  over  to  the  Board  of  Di~ 
rectors  monthly. 

LAW  IV. 

OFFICERS . 

The  Officers  of  the  Company  shall  consist  of 
a  President,  two  Vice-Presidents,  Secretary, 
Treasurer,  a  Committee  to  consist  of  ten  mem- 
bers, who,  together  with  the  President,  Secre- 
tary and  Treasurer,  shall  constitute  the  Execu- 
tive Committee, — a  Board  of  five  Directors  and 
a  Janitor. 

LAW   V. 
ELECTIONS. 

Section  1.  All  elections  (except  of  members 
and  Directors)  shall  be  by  ballot  ;  and  the  per- 
son or  persons  having  the  highest  number  of 
votes  shall  be  declared  elected. 
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Sec.  2.  The  election  of  officers  under  these 
laws,  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Monday  in 
January  of  each  year,  and  shall  be  held  under 
the  superintendence  of  three  Judges,  selected 
by  the  Company  at  the  stated  meeting  preceed- 
ing  such  election,  and  at  least  ten  day's  notice 
shall  be  given  of  such  election,  in  at  least  two  of 
the  city  daily  newspapers  ;  the  polls  shall  be 
open  from  2  P.  M.  until  8  P.  M„  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Judges  of  election,  to  sort,  count  and 
record  the  votes  given  in,  and  to  report  the  same 
to  the  Executive  Committee  within  two  days  after 
an  election  has  taken  place,  specifying  in  Mieir 
report  the  whole  number  of  ballots  given  in, 
the  name  of  each  person  voted  for,  and  the 
number  of  votes  for  each.. 

Sec.  3.  The  term  of  all  offices  (except  the 
office  of  Director)  shall  be  for  one  year,  and  un- 
til their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified  ; 
the  term  of  office  of  Directors  shall  be  for  four 
years,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified.  Should  a  tie  vote  occur  for  any 
of  the  aforenamed  officers,  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee shall  determine  the  matter  by  casting 
lots. 

Sec.  4.  The  officers  elected  shall  enter  upon 
the  performance  of  their  duties  within  one  week 
after  their  election. 
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LAW   VI. 

MEETINGS  . 

The  stated  meetings  shall  be  held  on  the 
third  Monday  of  every  month — in  January, 
February,  March,  October,  November  and  De- 
cember, at  seven  and  a  half  o'clock  P.  M.  ;  in 
the  remaining  months,  at  eight  o'clock  P.  M. 

Thirty  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business,  but  a  less  num- 
ber may  adjourn  from  time  to  time. 

The  business  of  each  special  meeting  shall  be 
strictly  confined  to  the  object  for  which  it  was 
called ;  provided,  that  applications  for  relief 
shall  be  in  order  at  all  meetings. 

LAW   VII. 

members'  dues. 

Each  member  shall  pay  to  the  Company  the 

sum  of  one  dollar  per  month,  and  such  fines  as 

may  be  imposed  by  the  Company  for   neglect 

or  refusal  to  obey  its  laws. 

LAW   VIII. 

BENEFITS. 

Section  1.  Any  member  who  may,  from 
sickness  or  accident,  become  unable  to  earn  a 
livelihood,  shall  receive  from  the  funds  of  the 
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Company  the  sum  of  ten    dollars    per   week, 

during  such   sickness   or   disability,  provided 

the  same  is  not  the  result  of  intemperance  or 

immoral  conduct,  or  that  the  said  member  is 

j   not,  by  the  laws  of  the  Company,  suspended 

j  from  such  benefits  ;  and  also  provided,  that  no 

member  shall  receive  such  benefits  until  three 

j   months  after  the  passage  of  this  law,  or  until 

j  three  months  after  he  shall   have   become   a 

i   member. 

Sec.  2.  Any  application  for  relief  of  a  mera- 
I  ber  who  may  be  absent  from  the  city,  must  be 
accompanied  by  a  statement  of  his  case,  and  a 
certificate  of  a  physician  under  oath,  certified 
by  some  officer  duly  anthorized  to  administer 
oaths,  and  to  such  oaths  the  official  seal  of  said 
officer  must  be  attached — [an  application  for 
relief  from  a  member  residing  in  the  city  must 
bo  made  to  some  member  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, or  at  some  meeting  of  the  Company] — 
and  in  no  case  shall  the  benefits  ante- date  such 
application  more  than  one  week. 

Sec.  3.  The  widow  and  orphans  of  a  member 
who,  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  in  good  stand- 
ing, shall,  incase  of  sickness  or  need,  be  enti- 
tled to  such  relief  as  the  Board  of  Directors 
may  determine  ;  provided,  that  no  relief  shall

be  given  to  a  widow  or  orphan  who  may  be  I 
guilty  of  immoral  practices. 

Sec.  4.     On  the  death  of  a  member  in  good 
standing,  a  sum  not  to  exceed  seventy-five  dol-   i 
lars  shall  be  appropriated  to  defray  the  funeral 
expenses,  fifty  dollars  of  which  shall  be  paid 
the  undertaker  or  family.     If  the  deceased   is    ! 
buried  in  the  Company's  Cemetery  Plot,  the    ! 
remaining  twenty-five  dollars  shall  meet  the   j 
expense  of  a  head  and  foot-stone  and  all  other 
charges. 

Sec.  5.  Upon  the  death  of  the  wife  of  a 
member  in  good  standing,  thirty  dollars  shall 
be  appropriated  to  assist  in  defraying  her 
funeral  expenses,  unless  the  Executive  Com-  ; 
mittee  shall,  for  reasons  considered  sufficient 
by  them,  otherwise  direct. 

LAW   IX. 

PENALTIES  . 

Section  1.  Any  member  who  may  be  de- 
linquent for  fines  or  dues  for  a  term  of  three 
months  shall  not,  during  such  delinquency, 
be  entitled  to  a  vote  in  the  Company  ;  and  if 
he  be  delinquent  for  a  term  of  six  months,  his

LAW  IX. 

AMENDMENT   TO    LAW    NINE. 

Section  1.  Any  member  who  may  be  de- 
linquent for  fines  or  dues  for  a  term  of  three 
months,  shall  not,  during  such  delinquency, 
be  entitled  to  vote  in  the  Company  ;  and  if  he 
be  .  delinquent  for  a  term  of  six  months,  his 
standing  in  the  company  shall  be  deemed  not 
good,  and  he  shall  not,  in  case  of  sickness  or 
bodily  infirmity  be  entitled  to  benefits  by  reason 
of  any  payment  he  may  make  during  said  sick- 
ness or  bodily  infirmity. 
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disability,  be  entitled  to  relief,  and  shall  only 
bo  restored  to  good  standing  upon  the  payment 
of  all  his  delinquent  indebtedness. 

Sbo.  2.  If  a  member  be  expelled  or  sus- 
pended, he  shall  only  be  reinstated  upon  tho 
payment  of  all  his  delinquent  indebtedness, 
and  such  dues  as  would  have  accrued  against 
him  during  the  peried  of  his  non-membership, 
and  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to  benefits  for  a 
period  of  six  months  thereafter.  No  delinquent 
shall  be  relieved  of  his  disability  but  by  the 
payment  of  all  his  indebtedness.  No  fines 
shall  be  remitted  unless  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  the  members  present  entitled  to  vote,  and 
upon  application  in  person  or  in  writing. 

Sec.  3.  Any  member  who  may,  for  a  term 
of  eleven  months,  neglect  to  pay  his  dues  or 
fines  shall  have  his  delinquency  announced  in 
open  meeting,  and  he  shall  be  notified  of  the 
same  by  the  Secretary  through  the  Post  Office, 
and,  if  he  permit  them  to  remain  unsettled  an- 
other month,  he  shall  be  suspended  from  all 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  membership.  No 
resignation  of  a  member  shall  be  received  until 
all  his  indebtedness  shall  have  been  paid  ;  and 
if  such  person  make  application  within  three 
years,  for  re-admission,  and  two-thirds  of  the 
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votes  present  favor  his  election,  he  shall  be  de- 
clared a  member  upon  the  payment  of  all  dues 
that  may  have  accrued  during  the  period  of 
his  non-membership  ;  but  he  shall  not  be  en- 
titled to  receive  benefits  for  the  period  of  one 
year  from  the  date  of  his  re-admission. 

Sec.  4.  If  any  member  shall  wantonly 
cause  a  disturbance  at  any  meeting  of  the  Com- 
pany, or  election  thereof,  or  advise  or  take  part 
in  any  measure  designedly  to  injure  the  Com- 
pany, or  shall  purposely  deface  the  books  or 
other  property  of  the  Company,  or  be  guilty  of 
any  infamous  offence  against  the  laws  of  the 
land,  or  shall  feign  sickness  for  the  purpose  of 
obtaining  benefits,  shall,  upon  trial  and  convic- 
tion, be  expelled,  suspended,  fined  or  censured, 
as  the  Company,  by  paper  ballots,  may  deter- 
mine; provided,  that  to  expel  a  member  shall  re- 
quire two-thirds  of  the  votes  present.  The 
charges  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  here- 
in specified. 

Sec.  5.  Any  member  of  the  Company  fail- 
ing to  inform  the  Secretary  of  his  place  of  res- 
idence, or  to  notify  him  of  any  change  therein, 
within  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of  these 
laws,  or  of  the  election  of  said  member,  shall 
not  be  excused  from  any  penalty  for  neglect  of 
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duty   in   consequence   of  having  received   no 
notice  thereof. 

Sec.  6.  Any  officer  of  the  Company  or  mem- 
ber of  a  committee  may  be  impeached  for  mis- 
conduct or  neglect  of  duty,  upon  the  written 
request  of  five  members,  and  if  found  guilty, 
he  may  be  removed  from  office  or  punished  as 
above  provided. 

LAW   X. 

PRESIDENT. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings 
of  the  Company  and  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee ;  he  shall  strictly  enforce  the  laws,  see  that 
all  officers  and  committees  perform  their  sev- 
eral duties,  sign  all  orders  passed  by  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  or  Company,  and  inspect  and 
announce  the  result  of  all  ballotings  or  other 
votings  of  the  Company. 

LAW    XI. 

VICE-PRESIDENTS. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President,  one  of  the 
Vice-Presidents  shall  perform  all  the  duties  of 
that  office. 

LAW   XII. 

SECRETARY. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secre- 
tary to  keep  a  correct  roll  of  the  Company,  and 
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a  fine  record  of  the  proceedings  of  tho  name,  at 
each  meeting  ;  conduct  the  correspondence  of 
the  Company,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
President ;  notify  the  members  of  all  meetings, 
by  publication  in  two  daily  newspapers  at  least 
twenty-four  hours  before  such  meetings  ;  notify 
every  newly  elected  member  of  his  election 
within  five  days,  and  furnish  him  with  a  copy 
of  the  Laws  and  a  Badge. 

Sec.  2.  The  Secretary  shall  notify  by  publi- 
cation in  at  least  two  city  daily  papers,  the  mem- 
bers detailed  at  each  quarterly  meeting  to 
attend  funerals,  within  one  week  after  their 
appointment,  and  shall  also  post  a  list  of  the 
names  of  said  members  in  the  house  of  the  Com- 
pany, and  by  a  publication  in  one  or  more 
newspapers,  notify  said  detail  of  every  funeral. 
He  shall  open  and  keep  with  each  member  an 
accurate  account,  receive  all  moneys  due  the 
Company,  and  within  two  days  from  the 
receipt  thereof,  pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer, 
taking  his  receipt  therefor  ;  notify  all  members 
whose  fines  and  dues  remain  unpaid  for  a  pe- 
riod of  eleven  months,  and  report  the  same  to 
the  Company  ;  report  in  December  and  June, 
all  the  proceedings  of  his  office,  and  at  such 
other  times  as  the  Company  may  direct ;  coun- 
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tersign  all  orders  on  the  Treasurer  signed  by 
the  President ;  at  the  stated  meeting  preceding 
the  annual  election,  prepare  and  read  an  account 
of  the  indebtedness  of  each  member ;  be  pre- 
sent at  the  annual  election,  and  exhibit  said 
account  when  desired  by  any  member  ;  attend 
all  funerals  and  call  the  roll  of  the  members 
detailed  to  attend  the  same,  and  enter  the  fine 
against  absentees  ;  protest  against  any  member 
voting  who  may  be  more  than  three  months  in 
arrears  ;  he  shall  erase  from  the  roll  the  names 
of  all  persons  who  have  ceased  membership.  He 
shall  immediately  (and  every  year  thereafter) 
make  out  and  preserve  a  roll  of  deceased  mem- 
bers of  the  Company,  and  place  opposite  the 
name  of  each  deceased  member,  the  number  of 
his  badge  when  living  ;  and  perform  such  other 
duties  as  the  Laws  and  Resolufios  of  the  Com- 
pany may  require.  He  shall  receive  a  salary  to 
be  determined  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

LAW  XIII. 

TREASURER. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  de- 
mand and  receive  from  the  Secretary  all  mon- 
eys by  him  collected  ;  keep  a  just  and  accurate 
account  of  the  same  ;  pay  all  bills  when  prop- 
erly audited  or  ordered  by  the  Company,   and 
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in  the  months  of  December  and  June  of  each 
year,  make  a  report  to  the  Company  of  his 
receipts  and  disbursements,  together  with  the 
amount  of  moneys  on  hand,  and  perform  such 
other  duties  as  the  Laws  of  the  Company  may 
require.  He  shall,  before  entering  on  the  duties 
of  his  office,  give  a  bond  with  two  sureties,  for 
the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties,  the  bond 
and  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  Executive 
Committee. 

LAW  XIV. 

EXECUTIVE    COMMITTEE. 

Section  1  The  Executive  Committee  shall 
meet  for  business  at  least  once  in  each  week. 
It  shall  be  their  duty,  before  paying  any  ben- 
fit,  to  deduct  therefrom  the  amount  of  the  appli- 
cant's delinquent  indebtedness  to  the  Company. 

Sec.  2.  They  shall  receive  and  personally  at- 
tend to  all  applications  for  relief  of  sick  or  disa- 
bled members,  anl  visit  the  same  at  least  three 
days  in  each  week  ;  and  provide  for  the  burial 
of  deceased  members,  and  draw  upon  the  Direc- 
tors to  pay  for  the  same.  All  propositions  for 
amendment  or  alteration  of  the  laws  of  the 
Company  shall  be  referred  to  them,  and  it  shall 
be  their  duty  to  report  thereon  to  the  Company 
at  its  next  monthly  meeting.     And  they  shall 
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have  charge  of  the  Company's  Cemetery  Plot, 
and  see  that  the  same  ba  kept  in  good  order 
and  repair,  and  issue  all  burial  certificates  for 
the  same.  And  they  shall  have  power  to  im- 
pose fines  upon  their  members  for  neglect  of 
duty  and  non-attendance,  and  said  fines  shall 
be  reported  to  the  Company,  and  shall  be  col- 
lected the  same  as  the  dues  imposed  by  the 
Company.  They  shall  fill  all  vacancies  that 
may  cx>cur  in  the  offices  of  the  Company  at 
their  first  meeting  after  such  vacancy  occurs. 
They  shall  elect  a  Director  or  Directors  at  their 
first  meeting  after  each  annual  election,  and 
such  election  shall  be  viva  voce;  it  shall  re- 
quire at  least  seven  votes  to  elect.  And  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  to 
meet  together  within  two  dajrs  after  every  an- 
nual election  and  examine  and  compare  all  the 
said  returns,  and  thereupon  make  out  a  certifi- 
cate of  the  result  of  such  election,  signed  by 
the  President  and  Secretary  ;  and  such  certifi- 
cates and  returns  shall  have  full  force  and  ef- 
fect in  all  respects.  They  shall  designate  the 
candidate  for  Vice-President  receiving  the  high- 
est number  of  votes  as  First  Vice-President, 
and  the  one  receiving  the  next  highest  num- 
ber of  votes  as  Second  Vice-President.     And 


they  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may 
be  required  of  them  by  the  Company.  Seven 
members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

LAW      XV. 

DIRECTORS. 

Sec.  1.  The  Directors  shall  have  charge  of 
all  the  funds  of  the  Company  appropriated  to 
benefits  and  charities  and  invest  the  same  in 
loans  only  on  real  estate  in  the  City  and  Coun- 
ty of  San  Francisco,  in  value  of  double  the 
amount  loaned.  They  shall,  upon  entering 
upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  each  give  a 
good  and  sufficient  bond  in  the  sum  of  five 
thousand  dollars,  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  their  duties,  the  sureties  and  bonds  to  be 
approved  by  the  Executive  Committee.  They 
may  make  such  rules  and  regulations  for  them- 
selves, and  impose  such  fines  for  non-attend- 
ance to  their  duties  as  they  may  deem  fit.  They 
shall  personally  attend  to  all  applications  for 
the  relief  of  widows  and  orphans,  and  render 
them  such  pecuniary  and  other  aid  as  they  may 
deem  necessary.  They  shall  pay  all  orders  prop- 
erly drawn  on  them  for  member's  benefits  and 
funerals.  When  they  shall  deem  necessary,  an 
incorporated   bank   or   incorporated  banks   of 


deposit  for  the  funds  of  the  Company  may  be 
selected  by  them,  provided   no  place   shall  be 
|   so  selected  unless  interest  be  allowed  upon  all 
!   sums  remaining  on  deposit  for  over  one  month. 
I   In  no  event  shall  loans  be  made  to  members  of 
I   the  Board  of  Directors  or  Executive  Committee. 
Sec.  2.     They  shall,  at  a  meeting  to  be  held 
|   within  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of  these 
;   laws,  divide  the  Fund  of  the  Company  into  the 
!   following  proportions  :  seventy  per  cent,  to  the 
fund  to  be  known  as  the  Widows'  and  Orphans' 
i   Charitable  Fund,  to  be  used  as  indicated  by  its 
i   name;  twenty  per  cent,  to  the  fund  to  be  known 
J   as  the  Members'  Benefit   Fund,  to  be   used   as 
its  name  indicates  and  as  provided  in  Law  VIII, 
'   Section  1,  of  these  laws;  and  ten   per  cent,   to 
:   the  fund  to  be  known  as  the  Urgent   Necessity 
Fund,  for  the  benefit  of  aged  and  infirm  mem- 
bers, and  to  be  used  as  provided    for   in   Law 
VIII,  Sections   4   and   5,  of  these   laws.     Said 
funds  are  to  be  kept  separately,  and  the  chari- 
ties and  benefits  to  be  appropriated  from  these 
funds  exclusively.     All  receipts  from  the  Com- 
pany's earnings  are  to  be  divided  in  the  like 
proportion.     All  donations   from   any  source, 
for   the   specific   use  of  any  of  the   particular 
funds  herein  named,  shall  be  appropriated  to 
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that  particular  fund.  All  donations  of  a  gen- 
eral character  made  to  the  Company  shall  be 
divided  in  the  same  proportion  and  subject  to 
the  conditions  above  set  forth. 

Sec.  3.  They  shall,  in  the  months  of  Decem- 
ber and  June  of  each  year,  .render  a  report  of 
their  receipts  and  disbursements  on  behalf  of 
said  funds  to  the  Company,  and  oftener  when 
required.  Their  books  shall  at  all  times  be 
open  to  the  inspection  of  members  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  and  of  the  Auditing  Committee. 

LAW     XVI. 

JANITOR. 

Section  1.  The  Janitor  shall  be  appointed 
or  removed  by  the  President,  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Executive  Committee. 
He  shall,  when  required,  serve  notices  upon 
members  and  Committees. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  take  charge 
of  the  Company's  house  and  property,  and  see 
that  the  same  is  kept  in  good  order  and  con- 
dition. He  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the 
President,  and  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
his  duty  he  shall  be  paid  such  sum  per  month 
as  the  Executive  Committee  may  determine 
adequate  for  his  services. 
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Sec.  3.  At  all  meetings  of  the  Company  he 
shall  act  as  Sergeant-at-Arms,  and  allow  no 
member  to  leave  the  room  without  permission 
from  the  President;  and  shall  also  report  to 
the  President  any  violation  of  the  rules  for  the 
government  of  house  and  property. 

LAW    XVII. 

AUDITING    COMMITTEE. 

At  the  first  stated  meeting  in  January  of  each 
year  the  President  shall,  by  and  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  Company,  appoint  an  Auditing 
Committee,  to  consist  of  three  members,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  examine  all  claims  against 
the  Company  and  all  accounts  which  may  be 
referred  to  them,  and  semi-annually  and  such 
other  times  as  the  Company  may  direct,  inspect 
and  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer,  Secre-. 
tary,  Directors.  Executive  Committee  and  all 
other  officers  or  committees  who  may  be  charged 
with  the  receipts  or  expenditures  of  the  funds 
of  the  Company,  and  report  in  writing  on  the 
same  at  the  first  stated  meeting  thereafter. 
LAW  XVIII. 

PROPERTY    OP    COMPANY. 

The  property  of  the  Company  shall  not  be 
loaned,  except  by  the  consent,  in  writing,  of 
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the  President  and  at  least  five  of  the  Executive 
Committee;  hut  in  no  event  shall  any  of  such 
property  be  loaned  to  religious  or  political 
organizations. 

LAW     XIX. 

FUNERALS. 

At  the  stated  meetings  of  January,  April, 
July  and  October  of  each  year,  one  hundred 
members  shall  be  detailed,  in  rotation,  com- 
mencing at  the  head  of  the  roll,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  attend  all  funerals  that  the  Com- 
pany may  be  notified  to  attend,  during  the 
three  months  for  which  they  are  chosen,  and 
for  non-attendance  in  person,  or  failure  to  fur- 
nish a  substitute  (said  substitute  to  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Company),  said  members  shall  be 
subject  to  a  fine  of  one  dollar  ($1)  for  each  and 
every  such  neglect,  and  said  fine  shall  be 
charged  and  collected  in  the  same  manner  as 
monthly  dues  ;  provided,  that  sickness  or 
absence  from  the  City  and  County  shall  be 
deemed  a  sufficient  excuse  for  non-attendance; 
but  said  excuse  to  be  valid  must  be  made  within 
one  month,  by  those  living  in  the  City  and 
County;  by  those  living  out  of  the  City  and 
County,  but  in  the  State,  sixty  days;  by  those 
out  of  the  State,  ninety  days. 
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LAW  XX. 

PRESENT   OFFICERS. 

The  present  incumbents  of  the  offices  named 
in  these  laws  shall  continue  in  the  administra- 
tion thereof  until  the  annual  election  in  Janu- 
ary, A.  D.,  1873,  or  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified. 

LAW  XXI. 

a'm  ENDMENTS. 
Alterations  or  amendments  to  these  laws 
must  be  submitted  in  Avriting  at  a  stated  meet- 
ing of  the  Company,  and  shall  lie  over  until 
the  succeeding  stated  meeting  before  being  acted 
on,  and  shall  require  the  concurrence  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present  entitled  to  vote 
for  their  adoption;  provided,  that  at  such  meet- 
ing there  shall  be  seventy-five  members  present 
entitled  to  vote. 

LAW   XXII. 

Section  1.  These  laws  shall  have  full  force 
and  effect  immediately  upon  their  adoption. 

Sec.  2.  All  laws  or  parts  of  laws  heretofore 
adopted  by  this  Company  that  in  anywise  con- 
flict with  these  laws  are  hereby  repealed.

The  President  shall  take  the  chair  precisely 
at  the  hour  specified  in  the  call;  and,  if  a  quo- 
rum be  present,  proceed  with  the  business  of 
the  meeting.  He  shall  preserve  order  and  de- 
corum; may  speak  to  points  of  order  in  prefer- 
ence to  other  members — rising  from  his  seat  for 
that  purpose — and  shall  decide  questions  of 
order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Company  by 
any  two  members,  on  which  appeal  no  member 
shall  speak  more  than  once,  unless  by  leave  of 
the  Company.  The  President  must  rise  to  put 
a  question,  but  may  state  it  sitting.  He  may 
appoint  Committees  of  three  or  more,  by  con- 
sent of  the  Company.  When  any  member  is 
about  to  speak  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the 
Company,  he  shall  rise   from  his  seat  and  re- 
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spectfully  address  himself  to  the  President 
and  shall  confine  himself  to  the  question  under 
debate  and  avoid  personality. 

RULE    II. 

If  a  member  be  called  to  order,  he  shall  im- 
mediately sit  down,  unless  permitted  to  explain; 
and  the  Company  shall,  if  appealed  to,  decide 
on  the  case  without  debate.  If  there  be  no  ap- 
peal, the  decision  of  the  Chair  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to.  If  the  decision  be  in  favor  of  the 
member  called  to  order,  he  shall  be  at  liberty 
to  proceed;  if  otherwise,  he  shall  not,  in  case 
any  member  object,  without  leave  of  the  Com- 
pany. 

RULE   III. 

When  two  or  more  members  happen  to  rise 
at  once,  the  President  shall  name  the  member 
who  is  to  speak  first. 

RULE    IV. 

No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  on 
the  same  question,  without  leave  of  the  Com- 
pany, unless  he  be  the  mover,  proposer  or  in- 
troducer of  tho  matter  pending,  in  which  case 
he  shall  be  permitted  to  speak  in  reply,  but  not 
until  every  member  choosing  to  speak  shall 
have  done  so. 
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RULE   V. 

-  If  a  question  pending  be  lost  by  adjournment 
of  the  Company  and  revived  at  the  next  meet- 
ing, no  member  who  shall  have  spoken  on  it 
at  the  first  meeting  shall  be  permitted  again  to 
speak,  without  leave  of  the  Company. 

RULE    VI. 

While  the  President  is  putting  any  question, 
or  a  member  is  speaking,  none  shall  walk  out 
of  or  across  the  room,  nor  entertain  private  dis- 
course, nor  pass  between  the  speaker  and  the 
Chair. 

RULE    VII. 

No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  the 
issue  of  which  he  is  immediately  and  particu- 
larly interested. 

RULE   VIII. 

Every  member,  when  a  question  is  put,  shall 
give  his  vote,  unless  the  Company,  for  special 
reasons,  excuse  him,  which  question  shall  be 
decided  without  debate.  'A  motion  to  excuse 
can  only  be  made  before  the  house  divides,  or 
before  the  call  of  the  ayes  and  nays  is  com- 
menced. 

RULE    IX. 

When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall 
be  stated  by  the  Chair;   or,  being  in  writing,  it

shall  be  handed  to  the  Chair,  and  read  aloud 
by  the  Secretary  before  debate. 

RULE    X. 

Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if 
the  Chair  or  any  member  desire  it.  A  motion 
may  be  withdrawn,  by  consent  of  the  Company, 
before  a  decision  or  amendment. 

RULE   XI. 

When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion 
shall  be  received  but  to  adjourn,  to  lie  on  the 
table,  for  the  previous  question,  to  postpone  to 
a  certain  da^,  to  commit  or  amend,  or  to  post- 
pone indefinitely — which  several  motions  shall 
have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are 
arranged,  and  no  motion  to  postpone  to  a  cer- 
tain day,  to  commit,  or  postpone  indefinitely, 
being  decided,  shall  again  be  allowed  at  the 
same  meeting  or  at  the  same  stage  of  the  ques- 
tion. 

RULE    XII. 

A  motion  to  adjourn  and  a  motion  to  fix  the 
day  to  which  the  Company  shall  adjourn  shall 
be  always  in  order.  These  motions,  and  the 
motions  to  lie  on  the  table  and  the  previous 
question,  shall  be  decided  without  debate.  All 
incidental   questions  of  order,  arising   after   a 
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motion  is  made  for  the  previous  question,  and 
pending  such  motion,  shall  be  decided,  whether 
on  appeal  or  otherwise,  without  debate. 

RULE    XIII. 

A  question  may  be  divided  if  it  comprehends 
propositions  in  substance  so  distinct  that,  one 
being  taken  away,  a  substantive  proposition 
shall  remain  for  the  decision  of  the  Company. 
A  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  shall  be 
deemed  indivisible;  but  a  motion  to  strike  out 
being  lost,  shall  preclude  neither  amendment 
nor  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert. 

RULE    XIV. 

No  motion  or  proposition  on  a  subject  differ- 
ent from  that  under  consideration  shall  be  ad- 
mitted under  color  of  amendment. 
RULE  xv. 

A  motion  to  reconsider  must  be  made  at  the 
same  or  the  next  meeting,  and  by  a  member 
who  voted  in  the  majority;  and  such  motion 
shall  take  precedence  of  all  other  questions, 
except  a  motion  to  adjourn.

When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for, 
and  the  same  is  objected  to  by  any  member,  it 
shall  be  determined  by  a  vote  of  the  Company. 
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RULE   XVII. 

Upon^calls  of  the  house,  or  in  taking  the 
ayes  and  nays  on  any  question,  the  names  of 
the  members  shall  be  called  in  the  order  in 
which  they  are  placed  upon  the  roll. 

RULE    XVIII. 

Any  member  may  excuse  himself  from  serv- 
ing on  any  Committee  at  the  time  of  his  ap- 
pointment, if  he  is  then  a  member  of  two  other 
Committees. 

RULE    XIX. 

In  filling  up  blanks,  the  largest  sum  and  the 
longest  time  shall  be  first  put. 
RULE  xx. 

The  ayes  and  nays  shall  be  ordered  at  the  re- 
quest of  one-fifth  of  the  members  present  en- 
titled to  vote. 

RULE    XXI. 

When  it  has  been  voted  to  lay  a  motion  on 
the  table,  it  can  only  be  taken  up  at  the  same 
meeting  by  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present. 

RULE    XXII. 

All  questions  of  order  not  herein  staled  shall 
be  decided   in   accordance   with  the  Rules  and 
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Orders  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States,  as  contained  in  Jefferson's 
Manual. 

RULE    XXIII. 

Any  section  of  the  foregoing  Rules  and  Orders 
may  be  suspended  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of 
the  members  present,  but  such  suspension  is 
not  to  go  be3rond  the  meeting.
